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Speculation. 


There is scarcely anything which has not 


btten will to bo n characteristic of tho present 
tigo. It has l>cun called tho a»o of Iron, tho 
ago of Roaion, the age of Projjrew and Itu- 
form, an ago of Intelligence onil Refinement, 
nn ago of Stcaro, and an ago of olhur things 
too numorou* to mention. Wo nru not goin» 
to dony that all or any of these cognomens 
uro rightly applied, but simply to betttow a 
now one. 
We think it might properly bu 


called an age of Speculation. Wo Imvo an 
unliuhed amount of theological, philosophical 
and political speculation!, and many of them 
poor speculation* too; but tlicsu tiru not the 
particular kind vro wish to notice. That u 
Speculation in Proporly, or wlmt wo will de- 
fino to bo, tho Art of Gulling lliuh—at other 
people's expense. 


This art does not properly belong to the 


fino «rU, however fino it may bo for those 
who succoad in it. Because, though they muy 
danco most gaily, yet others aru obliged " to 
pny tho fiddler," and consequently uto expos, 
cd to an extra amount of privation and toil. 
But right or wrong, fino or otherwise, this art 
is one to which the people of tho present day 
apply themselves most devotedly. \\o have 
speculators high and low, from scrip owners 
and government contractors, who lobby at 
Congresi, and Wall street brokers and stouk- 
jobbern, down to tho pedlars of bread pills, 
with the accompanying aflldavlts of ministers 
and other persons of undoubted truth and vo- 
racity, to tho effect that said pills liad actually 
cured thousands of discuses that were actually 
incurable. 


But among all tho various kinds of specula- 


tors, there arc nono who work so great injury 
to society as land speculators. 
We have said 


speculation is tho art of getting rich nt the 
cxponso of others. Let us sue if land specu- 
lators do not prove this definition to bu true. 
Suppose a num who has fivo thousand or ten 
ttionsand dollars, left him by his father who 
•worked for it, or speculated for it, no matter 
which. This man goes out a littlo beyond tho 
limits of settlement and improvement, and 
purchases n largo amount of good land at a 
very low. price. Tho tido of emigration flows 
on. Tho poor and hardy laborers, driven by 
land monopoly constantly forward towards tho 
unpurchascd lands, scttlo around tho tract 
owned by this man, take up small fnrnis, im- 
prove tho country, make roads, build school 
houses, churches, &c., establish villages and 
manufacturing ahops, and make tho country a 
place of business and trade. When this takes 
place, tlm land of tho ipponlntor booowoi val- 
uable, not by his labor and improvements, but 


- by theirs; and ho sells that for which ho paid 


only fivo thousand dollars, for forty, fifty, or 
perhaps a hundred thousand, in proportion as 
ha retains it a shorter or a longer time. This 
process is constantly going on among us. Tho 
amount of lands now owned in this State, pur- 
chased at a low price by speculators, and held 
•with, tho express expectation of their becom- 
ing exceedingly valuable, by tho improve- 
ments of tbo actual settlers and owners of tho 
surrounding small farms, is immense. By this 
means tho cultivation, improvement and de- 
velopment of tho resources of Iho State is 
greatly retarded, and tho landless poor, in or- 
der to get a home upon tho earth, aro driven 
out into tbo wilderness, and compelled to 
foiego in » great measure all those advantages 


, of society which they might otherwise enjoy. 


The same system of getting rich is practised 


in our cities, by speculating in city lots; and 
the greatest fortunes that have been.made 
among us, have been made in that manner. 
And the same evils result in cities, «s in tho 
State at largo. It.is but a few days since that 
•we copied an articlo from tlio N. Y. Times, 
showing tho ruinous effects upon tho prosper* 
iiy and tho morals of that city, of this Tory 
system of land speculation. The samo effects 
nre produced hero, though perhaps in • less 
degree, Tho samo effects roust always bo 
produced, so long as wealth is allowed to buy 
up tho earth, and then only permit the poor 
to occupy it on such terms as its avarice is 
plcasqd to dictate. 


A sense of justice, and tho desire to pro- 


mote general happiness and equality in the 
blessings of life, should induco a democratic 
people to-prohibit by law this unjust specula- 
lion in the soil.
